WHERE WE HAVE A NUMBER OF TWENTY-FOUR HOUR ACTIVITIES AND A LARGE NUMBER 
OF PEOPLE IN RESIDENCE. THEREFORE, WE REQUEST EXEMPTION FROM THE REQUIRE- 
MENT TO PAY MEDICAL TECHNICIANS STANDBY PAY. 
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2. if OUR MEDICAL TECHNICIANS WERE REQUIRED TO REMAIN IN THE DISPEN- 
SARY OR AT A FIXED POINT WHILE ON STANDBY DUTY, THEY WOULD CLEARLY BE EN-

NORMAL OFF-DUTY ACTIVITIES AND IS ONLY REQUIRED TO INFORM THE STATION TELE- 
PHONE OPERATOR WHERE HE CAN BE REACHED. WHEN A TECHNICIAN IS ACTUALLY 
CALLED UPON TO PERFORM A MEDICAL SERVICE AFTER DUTY HOURS, HE WILL BE PAID 
OVERTIME FOR THE PERIOD REQUIRED TO PERFORM THE SERVICE. 
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
